Salem, Mich., July 20:—From thirty to forty persons 
were killed and about one hundred were injured this ^ 
morning when a Pere M arquette excursion train of eleven 
coaches from Ionia, carrying the employes of the com­ 
pany’s shops at that place and their family on their annual 
excursion to Detriot collided with a west bound freight 
train two miles east of this village. 
At IO o’clock 22, 
bodies had been taken from the wreck and many m ore; 
were known to still be in the ruins. 
There were 800 peo-| 
pie, many of them women and children, crowded into the 
l l coaches of the excursion train. 
The collission and 
wreck occured on a straight and level piece of track. 
The 
heavy frieght and passenger trains came together with' 
enormous force and six of the passenger coaches were 
entirelv destroved.

Due to Ambition of Gunners to 
Make a Record. 


W ashington, July 20.—By a process 
of elimination the naval board that 
h a -j been Investigating 
the accident 
whereby tile in -n in the turret of tile 
battleship Georgia lost their lives has 
arrived at the conclusion that a ”de- 
layed flare b ack” caused the cata.stro- 
phe. 
In 
one sense 
the 
verdict 
is 
received with a distinct sense of lelief 
by naval officers, because it showed 
thai th°y had no new element of d a n ­ 
ger to contend 
with. 
They 
had ex ­ 
perienced “ flare backs” and thought 
that they knew how to deal with them. 
A “ delayed flare back” is caused by 
closing off too soon the blast of com­ 
e r ssed air that is supposed to expel 
from the bore of the gun the unburnt 
gases and fragm ents of smouldering 
powder covering what might he left 
from the last discharge. 
After the terrible accident in the 
Missouri’s turret three years ago, re­ 
sulting in the loss 
over thirty lives, 
the experts having decided that that 
accident was caused by the ignition 
of the new charge 
by the unburnt 
eases and smouldering cartridge cloth 
of the preceding charge, the ordnance 
bureau 
caused 
to be 
fitted 
to the 
breach of each of the great guns an 
ai* blast a p p aratu s calculated to ex­ 
pel by compressed 
air any 
gas or 
cloth that might remain in the bore 
of the gun. 
So far this has worked 
well and there have been no 
flare 
backs” since the device was installed. 
In the case of the Georgia’s eight- 
inch guns what happened was this: 
The breech of the gun was thrown 
open and the air blast turned in at a 
pressure of IOO pounds to the square 
inch This is suffice ut for all ordinary 
purposes 
if 
it 
he 
continued 
long 
enough to drive tile last rem nant of 
gas or cloth from the gun bore. 
In 
this case 
the gases 
or smouldering 
cloths (which, 
is not known) 
were 
driven probably more than half way 
to the muzzle of the gun when the air 
blast was turned 
off. 
The Georgia 
was steaming at ten knots into the 
wind. which blew into tim muzzle of 
the gun. 
The unexpelled 
gases or 
cloths 
were 
driven 
back 
by 
the 
breeze into the gun and out. upon the 
powder charge that was just about to 
be inserted 
The explosion that fol­ 
lowed was inevitable. 
Th - cause of this accident therefore 
will without doubt be set down to the 
ambition of the gunners 
to m a k e a 
record practice In point of speed
